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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/11/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the 
patent No. 7,295,423 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 22-32, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a blend of dry particles fibrillized for use in the manufacture of a coated 
electrode comprising a mixture of dry fibrillized dry carbon and dry binder particles. 

With respect to claims 33-42, the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach the limitation of an electrode comprising a dry blend of dry carbon particles and 
dry binder particles subjected to high shear forces. 

With respect to claims 43-49, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a capacitor product comprising a dry fibrillized blend of dry particles 
subjected to high shear forces, the particles including binder and carbon particles, 

With respect to claim 50, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of an energy storage device comprising dry fibrillized electrode means for 
providing coated electrode functionality in an energy storage device. 
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With respect to claims 51-52, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a capacitor comprising a dried electrode slurry, the dried electrode 
slurry disposed as a coating onto the collector, the dried electrode slurry comprising a 
dry fibrillized blend of dry carbon and dry polymer, the dry fibrillized blend comprising of 
essentially no processing additive. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
